I went along North and South Market streets one day and procured one 
hundred and fifty subscribers fora semi-monthly paper at 37'4 cents a quarter; pur¬ 
chased a small font of types, prepared the copy and set up the types in the store, at lei¬ 
sure moments; worked off the paper at night on a Ratnage press, with balls; and the 
next morning delivered it at the doors of my subscribers. On the morning of the 
12th Feb., I announced the death of DeWitt Clinton, at the same hour with the daily 
papers. I retired from this enterprise at the end of the quarter to take a situation 
on a daily newspaper as compositor, and did not go into business until
